REMARKS 

Claims 1-77 are pending. A Final Office Action mailed January 5, 2005 restricted the 
claims and rejected Claims 1, 4, 5, 21, 25, 30, 35, 51, and 71 under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting and rejected Claims 71 under 35 U.S. C. § 102. By way of 
this Amendment, Applicant hereby cancels Claims 11-20, 39-50, 55-71, and 73 and amends 
Claims 72 and 74-77. Pursuant to 37 CFR §1.116, Applicant hereby respectfully requests 
reconsideration of the application. 
Election Restriction 

The Office Action stated the finality of an restriction with regard to Group I in a 
previously identified restriction requirement. Applicant has cancelled Claims 11-20, 39-50, and 
55-70 thereby complying with the restriction. 
Rejection of Claims Under Obviousness-Type Double Patenting 

The Final Office Action rejected Claims 1, 4, 5, 21, 25, 30, 35, 51, and 71 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over Claims 1, 4, and 5 of 
United States Patent No. 6,516,337. 

Applicant hereby submits a terminal disclaimer, thereby overcoming the above-noted 
rejection. 

Rejection of Claim 71 Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

The Final Office Action rejected Claim 71 as being anticipated by Maudlin. Applicant 
hereby cancels Claim 71, thereby rendering this rejection moot. 

The contents of Claim 71 has been incorporated into objected to Claim 72, thereby 
making Claim 72 allowable. Because Claims 74-77 have been amended to depend from an 
allowable independent claim, they are allowable. 
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CONCLUSION 

Applicant respectfully submits that all of the claims of the pending application are now in 
condition for allowance over the cited references. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the rejections, allowance, and early passage through issuance. If the Examiner has 
any questions, the Examiner is invited to contact the Applicant's agent listed below.
